Proposition One asks voters to 
decide if Crawford County officials 
should issue $1.5 million in general 
obligation bonds which would be 
used to build additions and make 
renovations to the former Grayling 
Fish Hatchery Building. The bonds 
issued would be paid off over 15 


years out of Crawford County’s 
general fund budget and would not 
result in a tax increase to taxpayers. 

Proposition Two asks voters to 
decide if Crawford County officials 
should borrow up to $2 million in 
general obligation tax bonds to 
build, equip and furnish a new 
senior center and Crawford County 
Commission on Aging (COA) 
offices on property located at 4895 


West North Down River Road. The 
property is located across from the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery on the East 
Branch of the AuSable River. If 
approved, the additional .27 mills 
equals 27 cents on every $1,000 of 
real and tangible property in the 
county that would be placed on tax 
bills of home owners and business 
owners for the next 20 years.

The seat time waiver is 
extraordinary because it 
immediately allows any 
school in the state to offer 
their students online learn- 
ing classes for any number 
of courses taken up to a full 
time high school program, 

For the Crawford 
AuSable School District, 
that means a student can 
take up to five course per 
trimester, said 
Superintendent Joe Powers. 

The seat-time waiver 
allows schools to waive the 
specific requirement to be 
in attendance at the school 
in a seat and in front of a 
traditional teacher for up to 
10 percent of students in an 
ISD. Provisions for taking 
these classes are strict and 


.all must agree to account 


carefully for their students. 
The waiver requires two 
hours per week face-to-face 
contact with the sponsoring 
school, work with a men- 
tor teacher, fulfillment of 
all requirements of 
approved online courses

taught by highly qualified 
teachers and attendance on 
the official count day when 
the number of students 
enrolled in the school dis- 
trict is tallied to get per- 
pupil funding from the 
state. 

The seat-time waiver 
offers many benefits to stu- 
dents. 

For students who want to 
expand their learning, take 
higher level courses, or fast 
forward their education, 
online classes can allow 
this to happen. For students 
who are behind in their pur- 
suit of normal high school 
graduation, online courses 
can help them recover the 
credit they need to gradu- 
ate. For students who are 
being educated at home or 
homebound because of ill- 
ness, online classes can be 
a means to obtain a regular 
high school diploma. For 
students whq,want to take 


classes that are not current- 
ly offered by ‘their schools « 


for whatever reason, online 
leaning can provide a wide 
range of choices. 

For schools that are look- 
ing for ways to counteract 
declining enroliment by 
attracting students not cur- 
rently enrolled, offering 
online classes and flexible 
scheduling might be a 
viable solution. 
Currently, students are 
expected to fulfill the very 
demanding state high 
school graduation require- 
ments.

grams offering advanced 
classes to very bright stu- 
dents are hard to offer 
because of the same strain 
on school funding. Low 
incidence classes are also 
difficult to offer because of 
limited enrollment and 
limited resources. 
Furthermore, attempts to 
attract home-schooled and 
home-bound students have 
been somewhat unsuccess- 
ful because they require 
flexibility in schedules and 
programs and _— extra 
resources that many 
schools cannot provide. 

Powers has signed a 
memorandum of under- 
standing for the seat-waiver 
program and anticipates all 
school districts served by 
the COOR ISD will follow 
suit. 

“We’re excited to be able 
to reach out to students that 
perhaps we have not been 
ablg to meet their needs in 
the traditional school set: 
ting,” Powers °  — said. 
“Education is absolutely 
essential to the future of all 
students and being able to 
offer online education is an 
exciting prospect for our 
entire county.” 

COOR ISD 
Superintendent Bob Jones 
noted that the COOR ISD 
serves 3,480 students, so 
340 possible students that 
would be eligible to take 
online classes up to full 
time if they desired will 
meet the state’s threshold 
for the seat-waiver pro- 
gram. 

“Many educators believe 
if we could find a way to 
help just one more student 
be successful it would be 
worth it,” Jones said. 

Powers said that COOR 
ISD and Crawford AuSable 
School District already 
have the technology capa- 
ble to offer the online 
courses. Powers, however, 
said more dollars would be 
budgeted for technology if 
needed. 

“If we have to make the 
investment, we absolutely 
will,” Powers said. “We’re 
always committed to pro- 
viding the resources to 
meet our students’ needs.”

Public ae benefits could change 


Republican Senate Leader Mike 
Bishop and outgoing Attorney 
General Mike Cox, who is running 
for governor in next year’s GOP 
primary — both heartily endorsed 
ihe Dillon plan. 

Democratic Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm’s public attitude so far 
could be described as somewhere 
between lukewarm to cool to frigid. 

As an aside, Andy Dillon, Mike 
Bishop, Mike Cox and Jennifer 
Granholm all are term limited next 
year. 

Mr. Cox is openly running for 
governor. Mr. Bishop is working 
toward the Republican nomination 
to succeed Mr. Cox as attorney gen- 
eral. Neither Mr. Dillon nor Ms. 
Granholm has revealed future polit- 
ical plans. 

* * * 

CHANGING BENEFIT systems 
won't be easy, but rewards could be 
substantial. 

“With Michigan facing spiraling 
deficits and massive unemploy- 
ment, reforming health care for 
public employees has never been 
more urgent,’ said Mr. Dillon in 
unveiling his plan, which so far is 
only a series of ideas and back- 
ground material that have not been 


translated into proposed legislation. 

“By making the same plans avail- 
able to everyone — from the local 
bus driver to the governor — we will 
save Michigan taxpayers $900 mil- 
lion a year, preserve health care 
coverage for our workers, and save 
jobs.” 

Legislators and their staffs pre- 
sumably will be included, too. 

The estimate of savings sounds a 
bit overstated at first glance, and the 
relationship to job creation is not 
clear, but a bit of political hyperbole 
is understandable at this point. 

Present benefits for public 
employees, including teachers, have 
been hammered out over the years 
between governmental units and 
about 2,000 employee bargaining 
units, 

Most employees covered by these 
contracts probably figure their ben- 
efit packages are pretty darn good 
as they are — although they could be 
better — and they don’t want to give 
up anything, or pay more for it. 
They consider benefits part of their 
pay, which they are. 

Many private employers, on the 
other hand, find it difficult to keep 
up with overall employee costs 
required to meet or better public 


payroll standards in their comnuuni- 
ties. 
* * * 

AS THE DILLON plan was 
announced, organized teachers, 
headed by the Michigan Education 
Association, came out opposed, 
while the Michigan associations of 
school boards and school adminis- 
trators are in favor. 

The most prevalent reaction else- 
where seems to be “let’s take a 
look” or “wait and see.” 

For many years, the gold standard 
for benefits for both employees and 
retirees has been provided by 
General Motors, Chrysler and Ford, 
especially in Michigan. 

These are among the gigantic 
“legacy costs” which helped drive 
GM and Chrysler into bankruptcy 
court. 

The business of government, at 
all levels and in most cases, is ser- 
vice, and that means people, and 


that means payroll, and that means 


benefits, too. 

People costs are at the root of 
most money problems facing state 
government, cities, counties, town- 
ships, school boards and public uni- 
versities; there is no letup in sight, 
only growing severity. 


Any hope that people costs can 
be controlled or even lowered, with- 
out destroying service to the public, 
deserves deep and thorough consid- 
eration. 

Maybe a “one size fits all” sys- 
tem makes sense for public employ- 
ment benefits throughout the state 
and covering all public jurisdictions 
... or maybe it will prove impracti- 
cal. 

In either case, Andy Dillon 
deserves credit for bringing this 
vital quandary into public promi- 
nence, as an example of how politi- 
cians can think big thoughts about 
big problems. 

Mr. Dillon, 46, earned degrees in 
accounting and law from Notre 
Dame University, and has worked 
in financial and business develop- 
ment. 

And with the Dillon plan to 
revamp public health benefits for 
public employees, he may have 
taken his first tentative step toward 
a candidacy for governor.

If both propositions pass, 
the proposition receiving the 
highest number of affirma- 
tive - yes votes - will prevail. 

If both funding and senior 
center locations are voted 
down, the Crawford County 
Commission on Aging 
Board would be forced back 
to the planning table to study 
its options. 

The COA board has been 
studying the move to relo- 
cate to the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery building since 
Septemher 2007. Prior to 
that, a building committee 
comprised of COA and 
Grayling Housing 
Commission officials was 
formed to study space needs 
for the senior center. The 
COA leases space for the 
current senior center on 
Lawndale Street from the 


Grayling Housing 
Commission. The COA 
board proposed to move the 
Grayling Housing 


Commission offices to a 
building across the street so 
it could expand into the 
entire building. Grayling 
Housing Commission ten- 
ants voted against the pro- 


posal, which was followed _ 


by the Grayling Housing 
Commission Board voting 
against the move. The U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development also 
advised the COA Board that 
they could not expand their 
use of the facility. 

Alice Snyder, the COA 
director, said growth in the 
senior population and the 
need to provide more ser- 
vices for seniors has driven 
the need for a new facility.

Within five minutes, a 
bag of garbage can be com- 
pressed, shredded and pel- 
letized in a feedstock pro- 
cessing module. The pellets 
are then transferred to a gas 
production module, which 
burns the material supple- 
mented with a small 
amount of diesel fuel, 
MEWEPS is able to pro- 
duce 60 kilowatts of contin- 
uous electrical power 
through a tactical quiet gen- 
erator. That is enough. 
power to provide electricity 
for a dozen homes, or for 
military purposes,. an 
encampment of 550 troops.’ 

The MEWEPS can 
process 1,200 pounds of 
waste per day including 
paper, fiberboard, . plastic 
and food waste. A Forward. 
Operating Base (FOB), 
which, are used to provide 
security for troops, field 


hospitals, tactical systems: 


and communications equip- 
ment in Iraq and 
Afghanistan , generates up 
to 2,500 pounds of waste 
per day. 

The system allows troops 
to dispose of waste without 
hauling it to a landfill or 
hiring and providing securi- 
ty for foreign nationals 
when they enter the bases to 
collect the waste. 

“To the extent that our 
waste from the food and 
water that we provide our 
troops can be pelletized 
which we can then burn for 
fuel for our troops, we have 
really cut down our energy — 
footprint as we like to do 
and the Army really 
becomes green at that 
point,” said Brig. Gen. 
Michae) C. McDaniel, the 
state’s Homeland Security 
advisor to Gov. Jennifer M. 
Granholm. “We'can make it 
safe for our troops and we 


make it more efficient on 
our troops.” 

Harold Sanborn, an ener- 
gy infrastructure team 
leader from TARDEC, 
noted that fuel is the second 
largest item that troops have 
to transport on the battle- 
field - often through a hos- 
tile environment. 

“Every 10 percent of fuel 
that you save - saves a con- 
voy and when you save that 
fuel from being convoyed 
the ripple effect in security 
and the ripple effect in sol- 
dier’s duties - all of that 
adds up to a win-win and

Kelly Jezierski, senior 
project engineer from 
NextEnergy, said 
Michigan’s Congressional 
delegation in Washington 
D.C. and the US.
